zens, cannot be too often or too earnestly im- 
pressed upon our minds. 


The inlluencc of the American Revolution 


on the destinies of nations, is too striking to 
be overlooked. 
It was the first heaving of 


that mighty ocean, which is destined to swal- 
low up all systems that are adverse to the u- 
ui versa 1 equality and fraternization of man. 
At first but a ripple on the sluggish waters of 
slavery, it has gone on swelling mid increas- 
ing and spreading outwards from the centre, 
until it has washed the whole extent ofthe 
American Continent."

To the editor of the Pennsylvania Inquirer. 


Dear Sir:—The news of the Chole- 


ra in America is truly alarming; and 
what adds to the anxiety ;il this time 
is, the reflection thai our national anni- 
versary being; near at hand, unless great 
exertions are used to restrain the pro- 
fligate, the consequences will be dread- 
ful, 
I hope clue precaution, and whole- 


some public regulation, will be institu- 
ted to anticipate this event.. 
Is there 


no way of arousing the public mind to 
a timely caution ? Over the ignorant 
and the lower classes of society, who 
seem incapable of appreciating dan- 
ger, it appears to me incumbent on the 
public functionaries to exercise a guar- 
dian and parental care—to suppress, by 
peremptory orders, as much as possi- 
ble, all indulgence in excesses. 
I look 


forward to the coining festival as the 
crisis when the poisoned germs of pes- 
tilence will take root and flourish with 
deadly e.Tect among us. 
I send yo'u 


the rules published by the Medical So- 
ciety of Leipbic, as the best instruc- 
tions I have seen for domestic govern- 
ment in regai d to the Cholera : 


1st. "To live soberly, to avoid every 


excess which exhausts the strength, ex- 
cites the passions,and diminishes sleep. 


2d. "To observe great cleanliness, 


to wash often in cold water, to rinse the 
mouth frequently with wine and water ; 
to air the apartments carefully, espe- 
cially the bed chambers ; to remove ev- 
ery thing which exhales an infectious, 
or too strong an odour ; to ventilate the 
heels and bedding, and to avoid wear- 
ing dirty linen and old clothes; to take 
a'warm bath at least once a week; per- 
sons in delicate health will do well to 
consult a physician in regard to the 
bath; cold river baths are suitable on- 
ly- for young and robust persons, and 
those who have long been accustomed 
to them ; and it would be improper for 
them, except in good weather, and 
when it has been warm for three or 
four hours after sunrise, and not later 
than four hours after sunset, and not to 
remain longer in the water than five 
minutes. All persons who have recent- 
ly been attacked with fevers should ab- 
stain from cold baths for two months. 


3d. "Not to be too lightly clothed, e- 


ven in a warm season. 
It would be ad- 


visable for aged people, or those in del- 
icate health, especially those subject to 
Dyspepsia, Diarrhoea, or Hemorrhage, 
or other irregularities of the circula- 
tion of the blood in the abdomen, to 
wear flannel under their common gar- 
ments. 
Experience in Russia has pro- 


ved that it is very dangerous to remain 
with bare feet, and that all coldness of 
the lower extremities is hurtful. 


4th. "To walk in the morning be- 


tween seven and nine o'clock, and in 
the evening between five and seven ; to 
avoid moist places, and not sit down in 
the air. 


5th. "To abstain from indigestible 


food. 


6th. "To avoid all excesses of spirit- 


uous liquors, especially brandy; expe- 
rience has proved that those who drink 
brandy must always DIE of the Cholera ; 
excess in coffee or tea is also injurious " 


These rules are equally judicious 


and applicable for our people as for a- 
ny others ; and if strictly adhered to, 
will do more than medical treatment, 
or any system of prophylactics that 
can be recommended. A conscientious 
observance of morality with individu- 
als, and the application of means to 
promote cleanliness, on the part of 
councils and commissioners, will pre- 
vent, in a great measure, the spreading; 
of Cholera in Philadelphia. 


The subjoined remarks by a New- 


York Physician, published in the A- 
merican, strike us as the most judi- 
cious that have been called forth, in a- 
ny quarter, by the subject to which they 
refer: 


"We wish to know -what are the best 


rules of diet for those in health to pre- 
vent an attack of the Cholera. In two 
words eat those things which habit and 
experience teach you agree -with you 
best. The great principle to be kept 
in view, is to-maintain a quiet and 
healthy state of the stomach and bow- 
els, for wha'tevcr disorders them in any 
respect will predispose to the disease.' 
Therefore try no experiments upon 
your stomach, for in that way you will 
be very ttkcly to produce the effect you 
are anxious to prevent. Are you in 
general more healthy without animal 
food ? or arc you in the habit of living 
on milk, bread, and vegetables ? (as is. 
the case with main-, especially during 
the warm months.) my advice is to 
stick to your diet; nothing will more 
certainly derange, your stomach, than 
the free use of meat. Is your health 
good when you daily dine on meat ? 
make no change. 
Have you long used 


vvinc with your food? continue it — 
Have you been accustomed to the use 
of a moderate quantity of spirits? 
think not of abandoning them during 
the prevalence of the cholera ; for per- 
nicious as the practice undoubtedly is, 
that is not the proper moment to cor- 
rect it; your stomach will suffer for a 
time, for ll«e want of its accustomed 
stimulus. Have you long used an im- 
moderate quantity of spirits r your case 
is a bad one; if the disease attacks you 
you die; if you give up your dram, it 
will in my opinion be almost certain to 
attack you, on account of the great de- 
bility and irritability of the stomach 
which must ensue. Of course I should 
tay, go on ; you are In danger no doubt j 


but the danger will be increased by any 
change at such a time. 


As a general rule, I would advise all 


persons to abstain from certain articles 
which occasional produce cholera mor- 
bus during healthy seasons; they are 
principally crude vegetables arid un- 
ripe fruit, as cucumbers, new potatoes, 
melons, &,c. 
Fresh pork and veal often 


have the same effect. 
Overloading the 


stomach will derange it at all times ; of 
course, strict moderation in eating will 
be safest. 
Ice cream and ice water 


can never be taken without some risk 
in very hot weather, and should be es- 
pecially avoided. J3ut it may be ask- 
ed, whether those who seldom take 
wine, malt liquors, or spirits, may not 
fortify the stomach by commencing a 
moderate use of them. 
I think not; 


for though a temporary vigor is im- 
parted to the stomach, it suffers a pro- 
portionale prostration when the stimu- 
lus has subsided; so that you lose in 
one way what you gain in the other: 
besides, they evidently disagree with 
most of those who are not in the con- 
stant habit of drinking them. It ap- 
pears to me that the foregoing consid- 
erations will be our safest guides,should 
the dreadful scourge visit us; and I 
will only add, 
that strict personal 


cleanliness requires either frequent 
bathing, or a daily application of soap 
and water to the entire surface of the 
body. 
These conclusions are drawn 


from a careful examination of a consid- 
erable number of works on this fright- 
ful malady which have lately issued 
from the European press, and 1 shai! 
unhesitatingly trust to them the preser- 
vation of my own health." 


An opinion founded on a very gene- 


ral error has prevailed respecting the 
use of brandy, and hundreds have be- 
taken themselves to this beverage.— 
We assure the public that the use oi 
any ardent spirits creates a tendency in 
the constitution to contract the disease, 
and that although Brandy may be used 
as a medium for mixing and dissolving 
medicines for the sick in Cholera, it is 
one of the most dangerous beverages 
for the htnllhy. 
We therefore caution 


all against its use, and advise them to 
vse no Brandy nor any other Spirituous 
liquors whilst in good health.

Specific for Cholera.—"The following1 


simple recipe," says a Calcutta paper 
received by the last arrival, "taken ala 
draught, seldom fails of affording in- 
stant relief to the patient, viz:—1 oz. 
cinnamon water, 35 drops tincture of u- 
pium, 1 drachm spirits of lavender, and 
2 drachms tincture of rhubarb."

. THE 
CHOLERA.—ffistoricnl. 


Public attention becomes daily more 


and more generally attracted towards 
the progress of the Cholera in Europe. 
This terrible pestilence after having de- 
solated Asia and part of Europe with 
its fearful and continually repeated rav- 
ages, sweeping off"in its career, accord- 
ing to the common computations, at 
least Jifly mil/ions of human beings, hab 
at length reached ihe western shores of 
the Atlantic. What may be its future 
advance, whether the vast expanse of 
water may not arrest us further pro- 
gress, and preserve us from its appal- 
ling visitations, or whether we also are 
destined to be icached and struck down 
in its irresistible career of desolation, 
are speculations which may well de- 
mand the most anxious inquiry, stir up 
the most watchful vigilance, and excite 
feelings of justifiable and salutary a- 
larm in the firmest minds. 
Since the 


fourteenth century there has not been 
known in the world, so wide spread and 
fatal a malady. 


We leavs to medical men the medi- 


cal history oi the disease. Very nu- 
merous publications have been made in 
India and Europe, to guide and direct 
them. 
If, in the course of events, it 


shall afflict our own country, we do not 
.doubt that it will be met by our profes- 
sional men with characteristic firmness, 
and treated with all the skill domed 
f::t*m the lights of science, and the ex 
pcricncc of the. old world. 
What we 


propose is simply lo collect and rcpub- 
lish for the information of our readers. 
from such sources as are within our 


situated at the 
on the northern 


which it reached in October, 1819 ; and 
eastward along the coast of the Bay of 
Bengal, to the kingdom of Arracan, 
where it arrived in the commencement 
of 1819. The whole of the Indian Pen- 
insula, containing six hundred thousand 
square miles, was thus traversed by the 
Cholera in about a year. 
Its progress 


eastward continued to be rapid. ' From 
Arracan it extended to Siam, and after 
destroying 40,000 persons in Baka or 
Bankok, the capital of that kingdom, 
it passed through the Peninsula of Mal- 
acca, successively visited the islands of 
Sumatra, Java and Borneo, and in 1820 
reached Canton, and ravaged the Phil- 
ippine and Spice Islands. In Jess than 
two years it had thus traversed and 
ravaged a space in Asia, not. less than 
1300 leagues in length and a thousand 
in breadth, or nearly one hundred and 
twenty millions of square miles. 


Ics western progress towards Europe 


continued, - but with various rapidity. 
From Bombay it proceeded in 1821 in 
one direction along the coast to the 
Gulf of Ormus and the Persian Gulf, 
attacking the islands also ; and crossing 
the Arabian sea it appeared on the op- 
posite shore, and followed the coast 
there up to the same gulf's, on the Ara- 
bian side 
Passing up on both sides in 


Arabia and Persia, it attacked Busso- 
ra with great violence, carrying off fif- 
teen thousand or eighteen thousand, or 
more than one fourth of the whole pop- 
ulation in fourteen days. 
Shortly af- 


ter it separated into two branches, one 
of which ascended to Astracan, a large 
and 
populous town 


mouth of the Volga, 
shore of the Caspian Sea. which it 
reached in September 1823;—and by 
the other passed through and ravaged 
Arabia, Mesapotamia and Syria, to the 
shores of the Mediterranean, in No 
vember 1822. 
In seven months the 


disease had extended itself over a vast 
extent of" territory, with undiminished 
virulence and rapidity, and as early as 
1S23 it was established at two points 
on the frontier of Europe. 


During the entire period from 1823 


to 1830, Asia was annually subjected to 
the ravages of the pestilence, which 
thus delayed upon the extreme bounda- 
ries of that continent, and with every 
facility for its introduction across an 
imaginary boundary into Europe, espe- 
cially through the Mediterranean ports. 
Yet it was not until 1830, sevf.nyecirs af- 
ter its appearance at Astracan, that it 
passed over from that point into Euro- 
pean territories. 
In July in that year, 


it attacked Astracan severely, and pas- 
sing along the Don, the Dnieper and 
the Volga into Europe, spread with a- 
mazing rapidky, traversing a space of 
sixteen hundred miles in little more 
than two months. Its gradual advance 
through Europe since its introduction 
into Poland by the Russian Army in 
1831 
is well known. It has finally 


reached some, of the busiest and most 
populous points on the western coasts 
of Europe. 
Where is it to stop? Will 


the mighty volume of. waters which roll 
between us and Its present victims be a 
more formidable and impassable barri- 
er than were the mountains of Asia ? 
Or is the Great Pesli/ence destined to 
overcome all obstacles of nature, and 
circumnavigate the world, carrying its 
destroying ravages into every habita- 
ble region ? These are the inquiries 
which fill the thought and alarm the ap- 
prehensions of.all,—inquiries to which 
no answer is expected or can be given 
but a reference to the fearful future. 


The history of the Cholera thus far, 


has shown that where it hasonce attack- 
ed a place it establishes itself perma- 
nently, and becomes an epidemic, re-ap- 
pearing at intervals with violence. 
Up 


to May 1831, a period of fourteen years, 
six hundred and Jiffy 
six irruptions of 


Cholera had been ascertained. 
In In- 


dia alone, the number of irruptions has 
been 433. 
Calcutta has been attacked 


every year, Bombay twelve times, Mad- 
ras nine times. £\x. 
M. de Jonnes esti- 


mates the mortality in India at 2,500,- 
000 annually, or 35.000,000 for the four- 
teen years! The lowest calculation 
gives eighteen millions for Indostan, and 
about l/ti)~J>./-$ix Millions for the rest of 
Asia and Europe—being more than fij- 
/i/ millions of deaths in fourteen years 
from one fatal disease. 


Wherever the cholera has appeared. 


it has seldom destroyed less than one 
third of the diseased. 
in India the 


proportion has been generally about 


reverse took place : Cholera invaded 
Moscow in the dead of winter, with the 
thermometer at 10° below zero, and 
spread as the weather became colder.— 
In general it has been most fatal in hot, 
moist places, the banks of rivers and 
the sources of miasmal vapours. 
On 


the other hand, it has attacked with 
great violence places the most remote 
from such influences. 
Arabia, desti- 


tute of water, was fearfully ravaged, 
and the villages at the foot of the Him- 
laya mountains, eight thousand feet a- 
bove the level of the sea, were also se 
verely visited. 


It has generally attacked the filthy 


and those who live in crowded and un- 
clean habitations. 
It nevertheless ori- 


ginated in a country where frequent ab- 
lutions are not a pleasure but a reli- 
gious duty. 
It spread- in India over 


the province of Caucasus, where there 
are but eight inhabitants to a square 
league, as well as Hindostan where 
there are 1200 inhabitants on an equal 
space. 


For these details we are chiefly in- 


debted to articles in the Foreign Quar- 
terly Review for October last, the 
Westminster 
Review for the same 


month, and the London Quarterly for 
November. 
These Reviews contain a 


vast multitude of facts and speculations 
on the subject, which are important 
and interesting. 
They all concur in 


maintaining the contngiousness of chol- 
era, and support their views by an im- 
posing array of facts and reasonings.— 
It is a question of infinite importance, 
in which we are disposed to believe with 
the Philadelphia Board of Health,— 
themselves non-contagionists.—that it 
is wise for public safety to assume and 
treat it as contagious, until the contra- 
ry is demonstrated.

Then, after 
a lapse of weeks, perhaps months, it 
would suddenly re-appear, and scarcely 
touching ihc parts formerly attacked, 
ravage the spot which had so recesU 
escaped. It is also sialt-d that in the 
very centre of infected districts there 
arc sometimes found narrow patches 
and stripes of territory into which the 
disease has never penetrated.

Our origin is too recent to be forgot- 


ten. 
When we contemplate its history, we 


cannot but admire the goodness and power of 
Providence, which, from causes apparently 
so inadequate, brought about results of such 
magnitude. 
A reference to some of its cau- 


ses and incidents, on an occasion like the pre- 
sent, cannot be uninteresting. I cannot pro- 
mise any incidents not already familiar, nor 
any reflections upon them, that would riot lie 
better supplied by most of those who hear me. 
To us. hardly any incident connected with 
that event can be unimportant. 
Each one 


will be capable of adding his own reflections 
to any suggestion of mine. 


It, is not possible to recur to the history of 


our revolution, without remarking the high 
tone of patriotism and ardent love of liberty, 
by which the actors in that scene were influ- 
enced. To the universal prevalence of these 
feelings amongst our ancestors, are we in- 
debted for the origin and successful termina- 
tion of that arduous struggle which resulted 
in our independence. 
We witness their ope- 


ration, in the partial struggle at Lexington ; 
their powerful ascendancy over every other 
feeling at Bunker's hill, when, in contempt 
of danger, the most powerful nation on earth 
was defied by open war. 
We learn tho, uni- 


versal prevalence of the same feelings, in the 
eagerness with winch the whole population 
crowded to participate in the arrest and des- 
truction of the enemy on the plains of Sara- 
toga. 


However much we may admire the hero- 


ism, which encounters danger in open battle 
— the patient fortitude evinced by our ances- 
tors. under the protracted sufferings and pri- 
vations of the revolution, is entitled to a 
higher praise. In vain, they repulsed, des- 
troyed, or captured whole armies: New ar- 
mies, from the inexhaustible hosts of their 
adversary, arrived on their shores. 
The 


merciless ravage, with his tomahawk and 
scalping knife, was on one side, the bayonet 
and cannon on the other — whilst the traitor's 
cord was suspended over all, ready to encir- 
cle the necks of those, whom the fortune ol 
war should spare. All these were sufficiently 
appalling-. They were insufficient to make 
the patriots of the revolution swerve iron 
their purpose : whilst the remnant of their 
gallant army, wasted by disease and death 
followed their invincible chief to secmingh 
inevitable destruction. Even in the midst o; 
winter, suffering under hunger and cold, witi 
hardly the covering required by decency 
much less sufficient to guard against the s-c 
verity of the season, ihe soldier was siil 
cheered and sustained by crowds of patriotic 
citizens, who left their homes, to join the 
ranks, to supply the waste of war, and parti 
cipate in all the dangers of the field. 


To form a right estimate of such conduct 


we must, look to the motives which produce* 
it. Our ancestors cai> hardly hcxuil to h;iv< 
£uilere<3 stivcrcly from ihe causes Uiat led l< 
ihc revolution.

"Jeclaralion of Independence, and examine 
heir individual characters, or their collective 
els—in virtue, in wisdom, in purity of pur- 
>osc nnd devoted patriotism, they may be 
,ompared. without disparagement, with the 
nost illustrious of the human family. 
Is 


here any one in the most exalted ranks of 
European nobility, thai can lay claim to such 
»nviable distinction as the surviving signer 
>f the Declaration ,of Independence. 
Our 


olcliers cannot boast of the monuments erect- 
ed on the hcaps^of slain, that have graced the 
riumphsof/other armies; but in every chur- 
xleristic, that should distinguish u patriotic 
oldiery, they may justly challenge a compa- 
ison. ' Would America exchange the tomb 
jf Washington for the ashes of Napoleon !

liberties, depend upon the general intelli- 
gence of the people—an intelligence, that 
will enable them to jud«e of both men and 
measures—that will qualify them to discharge 
their social duties, and decide on political 
measures involving their highest interests.— 
To them belongs as well the right to decide, 
as the consequences of decision, on questions 
of the last importance.' 


The establishment oft he Pennsylvania Col- 


lege, which is this day organixed,at this place, 
has allorded the occasion of presenting some 
observations on the subject of fid'! cation gen- 
erally. 
Placed under the direction of men 


oftulents and learning, it rannot fail to "be 
extensively useful. 
Whilst we should nev- 


er lose sight of the necessity of rinsing our 
standard of general Education, and render- 
ing it, as near as possible, universal, the Col- 
leges and Seminaries of learning should be 
zealously sustained. To them we must look 
for the benefits of a systematic education, 
that will enable us to keen pare with the 
progress of knowledge, and lo maintain our 
rank in the civilized world. The framers of 
our Constitution thought their importance 
required an injunction to be inserted among 
the fundamental laws oflhe State, '-that the 
arts and sciences should be promoted in one 
or more seminaries of learnmo."' 
That in- 


junction cannot be disregarded with impuni- 
ty. 
If regard is had merely to the power ac- 


quired through the arts and sciences, their 
value cannot be over-rated. 
By their aid, 


the laws of nature are made subservient to 
the mind of man. 
It would be no ordinary 


task to enumerate the aids derived from these 
sources—from the axe which fells the forest, 
to the majestic ship which, under the gui- 
dance of the magnetic needle, carries the 
products of airricultural skill to the most dis- 
tant regions of the earth. 
Without their aid, 


civilized society would soon sink into the 
state of the savage. 
With their assistance, 


no limits can be fixed to the advancement of 
improvement. No country can present a 
stronger instance of the triumph of art and 
science, than our own. 
Two centuries ago 


it was a wilderness: now millions repose in 
security and abundance, where a few thou- 
sand savages sustained a precarious exist- 
ence, under tho alternate apprehension ofthe 
tomahawk and famine. 
A people, whose 


fathers hazarded life and treasure, to remove 
every shackle from the human rnind, should 
be the last to manifest an indifference to its 
cultivation. That there is in our country an 
indifference, which seems even to approach 
to a dislike or distrust of what is called a lib- 
eral education, among the great mass of our 
people, is a painful truth. 
An opinion seems 


to be entertained, that such education is on- 
ly necoPeary, or even suitable, to the few 
destined for the professions, consequently cal- 
led learned. 
For too many, the merest rudi- 


ments of an education are thought to be suffi- 
cient 
What is it to be able to read and 


write? 
These qualifications only furnish 


the means of acquiring and communicating 
knowledge. 
If the tools of a mechanic are 


placed in the hands of an apprentice, will he 
acquire a knowledge of any particular art or 
trade, without instruction m their use, or ma- 


It lias rcnder- 


jd hononible the name of American. This 
s not an idle distinction, 
it is founded in 


truth. 
Jt depends on ouiselves whether it 


shall continue to Ije deserved. 
Jf the honor 


icquired by the blood ofour ancestor's, is lof-t 
jy the misconduct of their descendants, it 
must irive place to a disgrace not less univer- 
sal. The example of an heroic people, by 
.vhopc exertions so many advantages were a- 
:hievcd,cannot be lost, upon then-descendants. 
On an occasion like the present, we may re- 
cur to their achievements with pride and ex- 
ultation. But we should familiarise ourselves 
with their history, that we maybe inilu^nced 
by their example. 
It should excite us to the 


fearless discharge of duty in even/ extremity. 
Actuated by the best motives, in vindication 
of the soundest principles, they exhibited a 
courage and constancy under difficulties, that 
a people an.- r.iroly required to encounter.

contain, rdativu lo the different orders of so- 
ciety, us clawed in Kngland, should bo recei- 
ved here with much r-antion. 
An ancient 


Church, distinguished alike for its antiquity 
and itslearnini!', has been charged with incul- 
cating the maxim, that ignorance is the inotli-^ 
or of devotion. 
The Injurious nobility of 


Ksi'/land improved upon the maxim, and pro- 


ced it also the parent of industry. 
But 
nounc 
even in England, where a re to be found the 
extremes of luxury and penury, experience 
has demonstrated, that among their opora- 
tncs. those who have received a respoctablc 
education, and are ordinarily well informed, 
are not onlv more efficient laborers, but bet- 
ter subjects. much \u*s turbulent than the ig- 
norant and the uneducated. 


How the idea, that a well informed mind is 


incompatible with a life of laborious industry. 
should have found its way into this country. 
seems inexplicable, unless, as suggested, 
through the medium of English books. 
Our 


own country is not deficient in illustrious ex- 
amples to the contrary. 
Every neighborhood 


probably furnishes instances in contradiction 
of it. 
All our institutions are founded on the 


assumption that the people are intelligent — 
To t'i'conieso. they have only to will it. The 
metn.- of actjun in<r information arc so greatly 
improved, and may be still indefinitely in- 
creased, thai there is no order or class of men, 
that can alkge, in excuse of the want of it. 
that to them it is inaccessible. 
Every indi- 


\ idual in our country should be well informed 
of his political risrhtsand social duties. There 
arc now in the State of Pennsylvania not less 
than half a nu'lion of children, between the 
age- of five and fifteen years. 
In twenty-five 


years, the destinies of this Commonwealth 
will be committed to them. When we reflect 
upon the rapid increase ofour population, and 
the influence this Slat", from its position and 
numbers, must necessarily exert upon the 
other Stales of our Confederacy, and ulti- 
mately upon the civilized world, who can es- 
timate the magnitude ofthe trust! 
In pro- 


portion to its magnitude, is the importance. 
that those to whom is committed this sacred 
depo&it of power and influence, should be ca- 
pable of appreciating and exerting it with 
honor. 
Amongthe'dutics of the present, the
